the job of controller. From 19 56 
through 19 60 the work load at Fort 
Knox increased 25 p er cent while 
allocated funds were cut $4^/2 mil­ 
lion. 
One of the reasons for this big 
cut was due to greater amounts 
of money being allocated for the 
missile p rograms, he said. Col. 
Kerlin stated that through a study 
of all histories of Fort Knox it 
was determined that many things 
that were being done were not ab­ 
solutely necessary and could be 
streamlined or eliminated. As an 
examp le he stated that up until 
the time that controllership was 
established, 100 p er cent of toe 
trainees were trained to drive 
tank s. Since not every one would 
actually ever have toe op p ortun­ 
ity of p erforming this job, 
toe 
training was cut to 35 p er cent 
whidi p roved very satisfactory , 
he noted. Many other similar sit­ 
uations were found to exist and by 
reducing these in a lik e manner, 
he said Fort Knox was op erating 
in 19 60 actually more efficiently 
and with a 25 p er cent ^eater 
w’ork load but on $414 million p er 
y ear less than it had done p rior 
to 19 56. Ttois, stated Col. Kerlin, 
did not effect a tax decrease but 
rather made funds available for

Defense Secretary Holds Key 
To Dispute Over Guard Setup 


’ 
By \1NCEXT P. CAROCO 
INDLVNTOU’N GAP, Pa. (AP) 
—Defense Secretary Robert A. 
McNamara holds a k ey to the 
impasse which has developed over 
his proposal to reduce the Na­ 
tional Guard. 
.Although the Guard falls under 
state jurisdiction, the secretary 
could—should he so desire—sim­ 
ply withdraw federal recognition 
of the units to be eliminated. 
However, sources here consider 
this as too ex treme—a decision 
which would alienate too many 
governors. 
The 
impasse 
developed 
last 
April when McNamara introduced 
a proposal to reduce the guard 
by 33,000. Guard strength national­ 
ly numbers 400,000. 
In Pennsy lvania, the Guard’s 
strength of 18,000 and 171 units 
would be reduced by 2,033 and 19 
units. 
McNamara’s proposal has met 
with hostility in Pennsy lvania and 
a majority of the other states. 
Capt William V. Kennedy of 
the state Military Affairs Depart­ 
ment outlined Pennsy lvania’s ob­ 
jections to the plan. 
It does not consider die state’s 
req uirements in terms of recov­ 
ery and relief in times of disaster 
—say a nuclear attack . 
The Army already has initiated 
a program to reorganize its di­ 
visions. It is labeled ROAD (pro­ 
nounced 
row-add). 
The 
Guard 
feels it should first be reorgan­ 
ized under the new concept be­ 
fore it considers reduction—which 
automatically involves a reorgan­ 


ization—and then a reorganization 
to meet ROAD specifications. 
McNamara introduced his plan 
for the ex press purpose of creat­ 
ing a high priority force capable 
of countering any international 
brush fire which may ignite at 
most any time. Pennsy lvania sup­ 
ports the high priority ctmcept, 
but not at the ex pense of all re­ 
maining units. 
Capt. Kennedy estimated that, 
under the proposal, low priority 
units throughout the state would 
be reduced to 50 per cent or less 
of their authorized strength. 
Such 
a 
reduction, 
he 
said, 
would result in these forces op­ 
erating not as units but as ag­ 
gregates of individuals. 
Here he investigated the psy ­ 
chological aspect of the cutback . 
“Y’ou create first class and sec­ 
ond class units,” he said. “When 
y ou tell a military unit it’s second 
class, it immediately begins to be 
second class.” 
When and how this crtd war be­ 
tween the states and the Defense 
Department will terminate is still 
subject to debate. 
Both Gov. LawTence and his ad­ 
jutant 
general, 
Malcolm 
Hay , 
have been vocal opponents of the 
cutback . 
In a speech here last week , 
Lawrence said: 
“It seems to me that the pro­ 
posed cutback in the Army Na­ 
tional Guard strength would seri­ 
ously impjiir our ability , as a 
state, to recover from a major 
man-made or natural disaster.

WASHINGTON — Kansas Congressman 
Walter McVey has discovered a unique way 
to p ay his camp aign e.x p enses, which gov­ 
ernment attorneys suggest may be illegal. 


Tlie Congressman took an assistant. Oscar 
Amos, to Kansas this sp ring to accomp any 
him on a p olitical barnstorming tour. To de­ 
fray the costs. McVey simp ly boosted the 
aide’s government salary for two months. 
Amos collected $443.02 above his regular 
p ay, k ick ed back $169 .35 of this to the Con­ 
gressman. Amos wrote out a check for this 
amount to McVey, but the Congressman’s 
p ersonal secretary, Velma Hulett, handed it 
back . 
“We would rather have the cash,’’ she 
said. 
Amos obligingly fork ed over $169 .33 in 
cash. 


Congressman McVey, his face as op en 
and his eyes as clear as the sk y alwve his 
native Kansas, admits accep ting the cash 
but denies any wrong intent. 
However, government attorneys say he 
may have umvittingly violated federal law. 
The ambassador who was called home 
from Peru, James Loeb, let it slip behind 


closed doors the other day that some Latin- 
American governments may be p aying off 
their U. S. military advisers. 
He was questioned about this at a secret 
senate hearing by Sen. W’ayne Morse, Oregon 
Democrat, who had heani rumors of the 
p ay-offs. 
“I think there might be some of this go­ 
ing on,’’ Leob testified. 


But before he could give any details, a 
State Dep artment man rushed up and whis-’' 
p ered urgently in his ear. 
Loeb ex p lained lamely that he had better 
check the records before he said any more. 
Morse had heard enou^, however, to 
cause his eyebrows to bristle. Only last 
year, he had p ushed through a law p rohibit­ 
ing U. S. p ersonnel from tak ing “any com­ 
p ensation or other benefits’’ from foreign 
countries. 
He p romp tly fired off a letter to Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk , demanding to k now 
whether the law has been violated. 
Rusk ’s aides are still sweating over the 
answer.

On the flight home from Geneva, Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk p layed bridge In the 
front of the p lane while his security agents 
got up a p ok er game in the tail. 
The secretary, who is equally at ease in 
toe or shirtsleeves, decided the boys in the 
back were having more fun. He wandered 
back and shyly ask ed whether he could p lay 
a coup le of hands. 
An agent jump ed up and offered the sec- 
retarj' his seat. Shak ing off the invitation, 
Rusk p erched instead on the arm of the 
chair. 
This became uncomfortable after a few 
hands, so he wheeled up the w'ater cooler 
and threw a blank et over it.

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Perhap s for the first time since 19 33, a 
genuine foreign p olicy debate has been con­ 
tinuous in the United States Senate. Tbere 
was a p ossibility, years ago, fo such a de­ 
bate when Senator Arthur Vandenberg, of 
Michigan, led the Rep ublicans, but Vanden­ 
berg, an isolationist, with astounding sud­ 
denness, joined the forces of the internation­ 
alists. 
Curiously, in the p resent debate, it is a 
Democrat whose voice is most constantly 
raised against foreign p licy vriiich has often 
p roduced mark ed failure. Senator Thomas J. 
Dodd of Connecticut, a Democrat, has, in 
his first term in the Senate, made an as­ 
tonishingly significant rep utation for scholar­ 
ship and p rofound p enetration into foreign 
p iolicy. Usually, a first term Senator does 
not have too much to say and more often 
he does not say anything controversial be­ 
cause he is not sure of himself. Surp risingly 
Senator Dodd has step p ed forward as a p osi­ 
tive p ersonality, strong in his convictions, 
certain of his p urp oses. 
Recently, Lyle .Munson, who runs “the 
Book mailer, Inc., " edited and p ublished a 
number of Senator Dodd’s sp eeches in a 
book which covers a wide range of subjects. 
Describing our national p urp ose. Senator 
Dodd said: 
“To the p eop les of Europ e ... p atriotism 
has its roots in the p ast and rep resents a 
love of all the similarities and things shared 
in common with their countrymen. But we 
in America, in the early years of our nation, 
had no p ast. We had more differences than 
similarities. CXir p eop le had no common his­ 
tory ex cep t that of escap e from the histories 
of a score of other nations.

“We had no common religion ex cep t a 
heritage of seek ing religious freedom. W'e 
had no common tongue, no common nation­ 
ality, no national music or art, no folk tales, 
no national literature ex cep t for the p olitical 
writings of our founding fathers. 
“All that we had in common with which 
to mold a united nation, w'as a new set 
of ideas, of attitudes, of institutions; untired, 
unp roved, yet having the universality of ex ­ 
p ressing the ancient hop es and yearnings 
of mank ind for a better and fuller life. 
And we shared together a new virgin con­ 
tinent up on which we could try out our 
e.x p eriment.” 
The question then Is: what Is this ex p eri- 
ment to p roduce? Surely, if the American 
ex p eriment is to mean nothing more than 
a 
high standard of living — more automobiles, 
more ice-box es, more steak s — the terrific 
cost in human effort was not worthwhile. 
Senator Dodd answers: 
“That the state ex ists to serve man and 
that man’s liberty, his p rop erty, his family 
and his individual rights are above and 
beyond the reach of the state; 
“That every man should have a fair 
chance to succeed or to fail on his owm, a 
square deal, a clear field; 
“That every man should be able to sp eak 
his p iece without fear or rep risal; 
“That every man should have an equal 
voice in choosing those who govern him :..” 
Writing of our enemy, Senator Dodd wrote: 
“Perhap s the most p op ular jrfirase of those 
who minimize the evils of Communism is 
that we cannot look at the world scene in 
terms of ’Mack and wliite,’ which of course

what typ e. Can you tel! me how I p ick ed up the germs and whether 
it is safe for me to visit my grandchildren and cook for the family? 
“While I’m on the subject I’d lik e to ex p ress my gratitude to 
the medical p rofession for oral cortisone. I k now I would be in a 
wheel chair if it were not for this di-ug. It is ex p ensive but I’m glad 
to sp end my money on it and do without other things.” 
——o---- 
The cause of rheumatoid arthritis is not k nown. At one time, 
infections were blamed but newer theories center about heredity 
and hy-p erscnsitivity to certain immune bodies in the blood. 
But this reader need not be concemed, even if we were to go 
back to the time when infections were considered the culp rits in 
rheumatoid arthritis. In such instances, the causative organism.'» 
initiated the disea.se and then disap p eared from the body. Careful 
studies failed to find such micro-organisms in tlie involved joints 
or other tissues. As a result, rheumatoid arthritis cannot be p assed 
along during contacts with other members of the family.

This typ e of arthritis is a generalized condition and tlie p ainful, 
swollen joints rep resent a reaction tc internal changes. No one 
k nows why the smaller joints usually are involved, esp ecially those 
of the hands, wrists, and feet. Other joints and tissues may be af­ 
fected but not to the same ex tent. 
'The relief of p ain following the use of corticosteroids such at 
cortisone is dramatic. It is unfortunate that these p roducts do not 
cure the disease. 
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J. F. W. writes: For some time I have wondered whether the 
sense Qf taste becomes blunted with age. Now that I am in the 8th 
decade, foods don’t have the flavor they used to. 
REPLY—There are p syehologieal reasons why oldsters don’t 
enjoy eating as nuieh as they used to. Many live alone or the cook 
is dep ressed and lack s imagination. In addition, the sense of taste 
is’ not so ke<*n. ehevving is more diffieiilt, the amount of saliva is 
rt'duced, and many elderly men and women have dental p roblems. 
o— 
M. A. writes: Is X-ray needed to diagnose a sp astic bowel? 
REPLY—No, p articularly when the individual Is tense and ab­ 
dominal distres,s follows p eriods of stress, fatigue, or emotional up ­ 
sets. In addition, p ain Is located over the are.'is eorres|)onding to the 
large bowel. X-rays are advised when the condition p ersists or other 
symp toms develop that are not associated usually with ordinary 
sp asm of the colon.

M. B. writes: 
My 6 month old baby was born with bronchial 
asthma, I have seen older p eop le suffer from this condition and am 
worried about w'hat k ind of life my child will lead. Is there any hop e 
she will outgrow it? 
REPLY—Time will tell but bronchia! asthma at this age re­ 
quires a thorough investigation of the breathing ap p aratus as well 
as allergy studies.

REPLY—This Is an unusual cause but there Is no reason why 
a p lastic surgeon can’t be eonsiilte<l. If frostbite has affected the 
circulation, healing might be delayed.

Anti- 
Semitism is, for instance, being most fiercely 
p rop agated at the p resent time in Soviet 
Russia is an utterly secular country p ur­ 
suing the mandate that religivHi is an utterly 
secular country p ursuing the mandate that 
religion, can only be a forerunner of clos­ 
ing down all Christian churches as unneces­ 
sary and p urp oseless. 
In grasp ing this essential characteristic 
of the Communist struggle for sup remacy 
Senator I ^ d has made a valuable contri­ 
bution to the discussion of this subject.

Canning is Not a 'Lost Art 


In Typical American Homes

Canning is stili not a lost art 
■Jthougn the home 
freezer 
has 
taken most of m e tedious work out 
oi preserving food. 
We have been asked about a 
thousand 
tim es 
why 
tomatoes 
can't be frozen. To which we al- 
wa>'s reply , “ Did y ou ever see a 
tom ato in the garden after the 
first killing frost?” Along with a 
great m any other research home 
economists we have ex perim ent­ 
ed with tomotoes for over 10 y ears 
and to date we still m aintain that 
y ou better can them unless y ou 
prefer to turn them into tomato . 
juice. It will freeze! 
1 
Tomatoes are one of the e a s -, 
iest vegetables 
to can 
because 
they are acid, but tliey will spoil 
if not handled properly . 
Choose 
only firm, red ripe tom atoes with­ 
out signs of spoilage. One spot 
can spoil a jarfull. 
Dip a few at a time in bcHling 
w ater in a large shallow’ 
p a n .; 
Place im m ediately in cold w ater. ’ 
Skin and halve or quarter 
and | 
pack into washed jars. 
Force! 
down with thumbs until some juice . 
forms. Add one-half teaspoon salt 
per pint, place closures accord 
-1 
ing to directions. 
' 
P ut in a water bath canner with 
a rack or large kettle with a rack 
and close fitting lid. Cover with hot 
w ater to cover top of lids by one 
indi. 
When w ater boils, process 20 
m inutes, remove at once, finish 
sealing if necessary , and set on 
rack to cool out of drafts. 
Using this method, the jars and 
lids do not need to be sterilized, 
just clean, the 20 m inutes boiling 
sterilizes the jars. 
If tomatoes are canned 
open- 
kettle method (cooked before can­ 
ning» the jars and lids m ust be 
sterilized, also ladles 
or 
spoons 
used. J a r top should 
be 
wiped 
clean of liquid or seeds with a 
clean, wet cloth, (only an ex per­

Th e major legislative proposal 
in Congress h as been for th e es­ 
tablish ment of a federal advisory 
council on th e arts. It h as h ad th e 
support of th e Eisenh ower and 
Kennedy administration. As th e 
term "advisory " 
indicates,

would be a mild operation. 


Congress h as turned down th e 
proposal once. In mid-May anoth 
cr bill of th is ty pe, with bipartisan 
support, was bottled up by a 7-3 
vote (2 abstaining) of th e House 
rules committee. 


Great Britain stands as th e best 
example of th e "council" idea on 
a national level. Th e Arts Council 
of Great Britain gets 
into th e 
provinces with such items as a 
grant of 10 pounds ($28) for a 
poetry reading—to name a small 
example. But its main efforts over 
th e past 15 y ears h ave been to 
h elp such institutions as th e Roy al 
Opera at Covent Garden and th e 
Sadler’s Wells Ballet. 


Th e council's annual budgets are 
in th e range of $4 to $6 million. 


It h as avoided political compli­ 
cations by using a 15-member 
t)oard, backed up 
by advisory 
panels of experts numbering about 
70, all serving with out salaries. 


In substance, its aid is similar 
to th at of th e newer New York 
State Council of th e Arts. One of 
its major effects is to keep prices 
down for th e ticket-buy er. 
Th ere au'e critics wh o say th at 
government support would mean 
political control, stifling creative 
effort-somewh at in th e way th at 
Soviet art h as been stifled by th e 


Critics Speak 
Th ere are people in th e arts wh o 
are wary of "federal subsidies." 
One of tliem is Max Rudolph , con­ 
ductor of th e 
Cincinnati 
Sy m­ 
ph ony . 
"If th e federal government de­ 
cided to give us support,” h e said 
recently , "th at would be a fine 
th ing. But I feel th at th e cultural 
climate is not righ t for it y et. 
"Subsidies sh ould come at th e 
city and state level first, £ uid th e 
people are going to h ave to be 
educated to want th em.” 
Anoth er skeptic about gm-ern- 
ment aid is Easley Blackwood. 29, 
a composer of modern serious 
music, wh ose bread-and-butter job 
is at th e University of Ch icago. 
He say s "I wouldn’t be in favor 
of government subsidizing music. 
I’m sure it wouldn’t be directed in­ 
telligently . 
"I h ave play ed accompaniment 
for American singers in Europe 
th rough an agency for th e U. S. 
government. It was propaganda. 
"Th e singer I accompanied was 
told sh e h ad to sing Negro spirit­ 
uals. If th is was my first taste of 
government subsidy , th at’s all I 
want.” 
One of th e supporters of gov­ 
ernment aid in th e cultural area 
is th e National Council on th e 
Arts and Government, Inc., with 
h eadquarters in New York. Found­ 
ed in 1954, it h as an imposing list 
of cultural leaders on its roster 
of active members. 
It h as been 
plugging for th e federal advisory 
council idea, and also advocating 
state arts councils. 
It argues in beh alf of a federal 
advisory council th at as y et “we 
possess no central source to wh ich 
commnities and states can turn 
for information about meth ods of 
long-range, 
intelligent 
planning 
based on th eir own resources and 
needs.” 
We come back to th e observ’a- 
tions of Sch weiger, 
th e Kansas 
City Ph ilh armonic’s conductor. 
No word-mincer, h e sees th is as 
th e h eart of th e dilemma of th e 
cultural boom in America and th e 
individual h ardsh ips of th e artistic 
person: 
"It’s money . And wh ere does 
th is money come from? So far it 
h as come from music-loving, civic- 
minded citizens. Even people wh o 
don’t particularly care f(M* music 
felt it was th eir duty to support 
an orch estra as well as are mus­ 
eums, art galleries and oth er cul­ 
tural activities. 


"But people wh o 50 y ears ago 
supported th e Cleveland and Bos­ 
ton orch estras with $50,000 now 
can’t give th at kind of money be­ 
cause of th e tax structures,” say s 
Sch wieger. "Wh ere formerly 12 
people kept an orch estra going, 
now th ere are 12,000.1 would rath ­ 
er h ave 1,000 people giving $1 th an 
one man wh o gives $1,000. 


"I’ve done some experimenting 
I’ve asked parking attendants, th e 
grocery clerk, th e filling station 
man if th ey would donate a dol­ 
lar for th e orch estra. Th ey alwaj^ 
say ’Sure’ and reach into th eir 
pockets to take out a bill. 


"Th en I say ‘No, no, send it to 
th e orch estra.’ 
And 
th ey 
say 
‘Please, Mr. Sch wieger, take th e 
money . It’s easier th an to send 
it in.’ 


"Th e money is th ere, but people 
don’t want to make an effort to 
send it in. It’s impractical to so­ 
licit from door to door. Th e mcai- 
ey must be found some oth er way . 
It sh ould come th rough tax dol­ 
lars. 
"I know,” said Sch wieger, "peo­ 
ple are going to say I‘m some kind 
of socialist for suggesting th is. 
But it seems th e only way ." 


Many would dispute Sch wieg­ 
er’s conclusion. Many would agree. 
Th ere’s h armony among th ose con­ 
cerned only on th e central prob­ 
lem: as Secretary Goldberg put it, 
th e nation doesn’t h ave too many 
artists. Despite th e expanding pub­ 
lic interest, it does h ave too few 
opportunities for th em.

1) 
lau nched the nick el mine at Rid­ 
dle, Ore., was negotiated u nder 
the Harry Tru man administration. 
He said it was completed a few 
days before he took office in the 
Eisenhower administration, and 
was peanu ts in comparison with 
a very mu ch larger project, em­ 
bracing the bu ilding of the $300- 
million development of iron mines 
in Qu ebec and Labrador on which 
he was work ing at the time. 
He said the government ad­ 
vanced some $25.6 million to get 
the project going and has been 
repaid the whole amou nt, plu s 5 
per cent interest. 
The total net ou tlay by the gov­ 
ernment, he testified, was $67.2 
million, which comes to 71 cents 
a pou nd for 94.7 million pou nds of 
nick el. 
He gave the mark et price of 
nick el at 75 to 77 cents per pou nd. 
If Hanna hadn’t provided the 
nick el, he said, the only alterna­ 
tive wou ld have been to go to 
Cu ba or Canada. 
A separate wholly 
o wn ed Hanna 
su bsidiary smelting company was 
set u p to process tliis ore at cost, 
with the government paying some 
$22.3 million for the plant, and 
a gu aranteed price per pou nd for 
the nick el it produ ced. 
Near the completion of the con­ 
tract, the Hanna interest ac­ 
qu ired this smelter for $1.7 mil­ 
lion last year with government 
witnesses placing its cu rrent val­ 
u e at arou nd $19 million. 
These same witnesses testified 
that Hanna mining earned more 
than $15 million gross profits—and 
more than $10 million of net prof­ 
it—in the 1954-61 period on the 
nick el ore produ ction. 
They also said a shift of all 
profits from the smelter to mining 
company permitted depletion al­ 
lowances of more than $5 million 
and resu lting tax benefits of some 
$1.2 million. 
Sworn testimony abou t destru c­ 
tion of “check s and invoices’’ in 
the Hanna offices in Cleveland 
came from Walter H. Henson, a 
general accou nting office su per­ 
visor.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)—Lik e 
to set u p you r own private space 
age satellite track ing station? 
You can do it with a little 
equ ipment and the help of a few 
specialists in su ch su bjects as 
astronomy, 
mathematics, 
elec­ 
tronics and compu ter program­ 
ming. 
A grou p of men at Sohio Re­ 
search Center, pu tting hu ndreds 
of hou rs of their own time into 
a labor of love, have bu ilt su ch 
a track ing station. By pick ing u p 
a satellite’s radio signals, they 
can determine the orbit, and tell 
you where the satellite is now and 
where it will be when you are 
finishing you r dessert tonight. 
'The team showed how good it 
was this week by setting u p time­ 
tables for the two Soviet-manned 
satellites as they whizzed arou nd 
the earth. Time schedu les on 
orbits were not given ou t by the 
Soviets, and it seems lik ely that 
the men at Sohio were the only 
grou p of hobbyists in the world 
who had su ch precise information 
at their fingertips. 
'The center distingu ished itself 
by fu rnishing information to news­ 
papers, radio stations and some 
radio-television network s. It was 
one of the few sou rces of su ch 
information in the world. 
Dr. A. L. Jones, who heads the 
grou p at the Sohio (Standard Oil 
Co., Ohio) laboratory sou thwest 
of Qeveland, wou ldn’t say how 
mu ch was invested in equ ipment, 
bu t he indicated it was a rela­ 
tively small amou nt. 
“The yield is awfu lly high for 
the investment,” is the way he 
pu t it. 
Sohio foots the bill for the hard­ 
ware, “bu t the real valu e is in 
the talent we have here,” said 
Jones. 
Tak e Ihe little piece of gear 
Ralph Bu rtians whipped together 
to give the precise moment at 
which a satellite is at the nearest 
point. ’The material that went into 
this piece of equ ipment designed 
by Bu rhans cost only a few hu n­ 
dred dollars, bu t if you had to 
bu y su ch an instru ment it wou ld 
cost more than $10,(XX), Jones 
laid. 


Bu rhans is a chemist and a 
radio amateu r. Dr. Jones has his 
Ph.D in chemistry and is inter­ 
ested in astronomy and meteorol­ 
ogy. He is director of basic 
research at the center.

Bu t, as birthday dinner cele­ 
brations were readied in 12 cities 
across the nation tonight, perhaps 
the biggest tribu te was paid by 
the ex asperated head nu rse at the 
conv alescent home on North Edi­ 
son where Stagg has been since 
a knee ailment dev eloped last 
Febru ary . 
"That man,” she said, "insists 
u pon walking and walking and 
walking u ntil he has all his nu rses 
ju .st abou t walked to death.” (He 
was still ru nning sprints with his 
squ ads in his 8 0s). 
Ov er on maple-shaded Eu clid 
Av enu e, in the y ellow frame home 
where Stagg had liv ed with his 
wife of 6 8 y ears since 1933, his 
belov ed Stella, still spry at 87, 
thu mbed throu ^ a pile of more 
than 500 letters from well-wishers. 
Birthday dinners for the only 
man ev er to make football’s Hall 
of Fame both as a play er and 
coach are being held in: 
West Orange, N.J., where Stagg 
was bom, a cobbler’s son, Au g. 
16 , 186 2. 
Springfield, Mass., where he 


started his coaching career in 
1890. 
Chicago, where he coached from 
1892 u ntil he had to retire at the 
age of 70, produ cing su ch gridiron 
giants as Walter Eckersall and 
beating Fielding H. Yost’s great 
point-a-minu te Michigan team in 
1905. 
Boston; East Hampton, Mass.; 
Annapolis, Md.; New York; Phil­ 
adelphia: Seattle; San Francisco; 
Los Angeles—and Stockton where 
he closed ou t his coaching career 
in 19 6 0. 
'There will be a three-foot-high 
cake with 
100 candles at tiie 
Stockton party in Civ ic Au ditori­ 
u m. 'The gov ernor of California 
will be there. 
'The big u nanswered qu estion is 
if Stagg himself will make it. 
He has cataracts ov er both ey es, 
scarcely can see and his belov ed 
Stella—a twice-a-day v isitor to the 
conv alescent home—reads him his 
fan mail (she also answers it her­ 
self on a ty pewriter.) 
He has to be su pported when he 
walks. Bu t his mind is alert.

Gen. Mac Arthur To Ge t Another Honor Today 


By RAYMOND J. CROWLEY 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Old 
soldier Douglas MacArthur, one of 
the most decorated men in Amer­ 
ican military historj-, comes to 
the capital today to collect his 
latest honor. 
It’s an engrossed resolution ex­ 
pressing the thank s of Congres 
for the exploits of the 82-ye£ o--old 
general of the Army. 
Passed by Senate and House 
last month, it says: 
“Tlie thank s and appreciation 
of the Congress and the American 
people are hereby tendered to 
General of the Army Douglas 
MacArthur, in recognition of his 
outstanding devotion to the Amer­ 
ican people, his brilliant leader­ 
ship during and following World 
War II, and the unsurpassed af­ 
fection held for him by the people 
of the Philippines which has done 
so much to strengthen the ties of 
friendship between the people of 
that nation and the people of the 
United States.” 
President Kennedy assigned an 
Air Force plane to carry MacAr­ 
thur from New York , where he 
lives quietly in a big apartment 
in the Waldorf Towers. 
First on MacArthur’s srfiedule 
was a late morning visit with Ken­ 
nedy. Then a trip to tne Capitol 
to lunch with notables in the 
speak er’s dining room. Then a 
ceremony on the Capitol steps, in 
which Speak er John W. McCor­ 
mack , D-Mass., was to present 
the resolution. 


Rep. L. Mendel Rivers, D-S.C., 
senior Democrat on the House 
Armed S e r v i c e s Committee, 
spark ed passage of the resolution. 
He called MacArthur the out­ 
standing maji of ihe century. 
MacArthur’s career as a fight­ 
ing man covered 52 years and 
tiiree wars. In World War I he 
rose to command of the famous 
Rainbow Division. WTien Japanese 
bombs and shells battered Bataan 
and Corregidor in World War II 
he departed under orders, but 
promised: “I shall return.’' 
An island - hopping campaign 
took him back victorious to tiie 
Philippines. After Japan’s surren­ 
der he was made supreme com­ 
mander in the Japanese occupa­ 
tion. 
WTien the Korean War brok e 
out, he resumed his fighting role. 
But in this struggle, he became 
a central figure in one of history’s 
greatest disputes between civilian 
and military leaders. 


MacArthur wanted to carry the 
war to the Chinese Reds, by 
bombing their sanctuary in China. 
He called also for Chinese Nation-

alist invasion of the Red main­ 
land. President Harry S. Tru­ 
man’s policy was to limit the 
war. 
Finally, Truman fired MacAr­ 
thur in 1951. The general came 


home to tumultuous homage. In a 
speech to Congress, he made a 
line from an old barrack s room 
ballad famous by quoting it: “Old 
soldiers never die, they just fade 
away.”
